Our President pledged U‘S:A, armed forces to U.S.A. Zionists 
to fight against Arabs in Palestine in*a-new Zionist war to try to 
hold onto Palestine by using U.S.A. armed forces in Palestine for 
that purpose. That pledge was given by our President to U.S.A. 
Zionists in his address to the Zionist Organization of America in 
New York City on August 25, 1960 when outlining U.S.A. policy in 
the Middle East if elected President in the November election: 

“ISRAEL ... THREE WEEKS AGO I SAID IN A PUBLIC 

STATEMENT ‘ISRAEL IS HERE TO STAY’... MY FLAT 

PREDICTION THAT ISRAEL IS HERE TO STAY... WILL 

ENDURE AND FLOURISH ... FRIENDSHIP FOR ISRAEL 

. IS A NATIONAL COMMITMENT ...A SPECIAL OBLI- 

GATION ON THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY ... IT WAS

Since his election to office on November 7, 1960, our President 
confirmed his, August 25, 1960 pledge to Zionists on many occa- 
sions. Zionists did not overlook any. opportunity to obtain confir- 
mations from our President of his August 25, 1960 pledge. News- 
papers often published news items of our President’s confirmation 
of his pledge to Zionists in accounts of Washington affairs held 
for that purpose. It remains a moot question whether our Presi- 
dent gave that pledge to Zionists on August 25, 1960 for con- 
siderations that he believed were in the best interest of the U.S.A. 
or for considerations that he believed were in the best interest of 
the Democratic Party in a year in which presidential elections 
were to be held in November following his pledge of August 25th.

Our President cannot rightfully construe “aggression” as an 
attempt by Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arabs to regain their 
homes and their ancestral homeland from transplanted Zionist 
aggressors now occupying them. Our President cannot rightfully 
construe “aggression” the resort by Christian and Moslem Pales- 
tinian Arabs to a form of “aggression”’ to regain possession of their 
homes and their homeland patterned after the form of “aggres- 
sion” to which Zionist aggressors resorted to gain possession of 
them in 1948, using $300,000,000.00 of the world’s most modern 
weapons, Sauce for the goose is likewise sauce for the gander.

RAILROADING U.S.A. INTO WORLD WAR | 


Between the outbreak of World War I in the Summer of 1914 
and the Autumn of 1916, German armies had occupied nearly all 
of Western Europe and German submarines had swept the oceans 
of convoys transporting food and ammunition to Great Britain. 
Great Britain had only one week’s food supply and British troops 
were being pulled back from front line trenches in France owing 
to a shortage of ammunition, the French armies had mutinied, the 
Italian army had collapsed and the German army had difficulty 
maintaining constant contact with the retreating Russian army. 


Great Britain was rapidly losing World War | to Germany im 
1916. Great Britain saw no possibility of winning World War I 
unless the U.S.A, participated as Great Britain’s ally. Great Brit- 
ain then promised Palestine to the Zionists for railroading the 
U.S.A. into World War I in 1917 as an ally for Great Britain. 

Germany offered Great Britain a “negotiated peace” on a 
“status quo ante”’ basis in the Summer of 1916. Great Britain was 
giving serious consideration to acceptance of Germany’s peace 
offer. However, Great Britain turned down Germany’s offer and 
ee ae U.S.A. as an ally, under the 1916 Lon- 
don agreement between Great Britain’s War Cabinet and the 
World Zionist Organization, which which promised Zionists Palestine for

Implicit in the 1916 London agreement between Great Britain’s 
War Cabinet and the World Zionist Organization was Great Brit- 
ain’s commitment to create a Zionist majority in Palestine as soon 
as possible after the end of World War I. Great Britain also had 
another. implicit-commitment.under the 1916 London agreement. 
Great Britain was not to hold the election in:Palestine to create 
the permanent Government of Palestine until a Zionist majority 
existed. there, insuring Zionist rule in. Palestine for. all. time. 


In 1920 Palestine’s population elected to have the U.S.A. act 
as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, as Palestine’s 
Mandatory. Power, under Artiele XXII-of the League of Nations 
Covenant. In an election to learn the wishes of the people of Pal- 
estine, 82% of Palestine’s total population voted for the U.S.A. to 
serve as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, as Pales~ 
tine’s Mandatory Power. Great Britain ignored the result of that 
election. and summarily issued.a declaration stating that Great 
Britain was serving as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administra- 
tion, as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, would continue governing 
in Palestine.in that capacity, regardless of the right of any other 
nation requested to serve in that capacity by Palestine’s people. 

When Great, Britain. was informed that 82% of Palestine’s 
population voted for the U.S.A. to serve as Palestine’s temporary 
caretaker administration, as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, Great 
Britain ignored the wishes of the 82% majority of. Palestine’s’ 
population and promptly announced to the world that Great Brit-' 
ain would serve as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, 
as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, regardless of any right to do soi 

Great Britain transplanted 600,000 additional Zionists into 
Palestine between 1920 and 1948 behind a shield of 200,000 fixed 
bayonets, of British soldiers stationed in Palestine by Great Britain’ 
int 928 for that purpose They: enabled Great Britain to earry out:

had created a Zionist majority in Palestine. That development 
was implicit in the 1916 London agreement. between Great Brit- 
ain’s War Cabinet and the World. Zionist Organization. Great 
Britain usurped selection of U.S.A. to act as:Palestite’s temporary 
caretaker administration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power, to pre- 
vent an immediate election of the permanent Government of. Pal- 
estine by self-determination of a majority of Palestine’s total pop- 
‘ulation with a Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arab majority. 


Great Britain's. 200,000. soldiers immediately proceeded to dis- 
arm Christian and. Moslem Palestinian Arabs, depriving them of 
their only defense against armed aggression by transplanted Zion- 
ists, Great Britain was-thus able‘to continue transplanting Zionists 
into Palestine without, armed. opposition by Christian and Moslem 
Palestinian, Arabs. With.Great. Britais’s connivance the 600,000 
transplanted, Zionists were secretly-armed: with: $300,000,000.00 
of. the world’s most modern weapons supplied to them.without cost 
by U.S.A, Zionists, probably with tax-deductible U.S.A. dollars. 


During. those twenty-eight years, Great Britain transplanted 
into Palestine 600}000 Zionists from eastern European countries. 
But 600,000 transplanted. Zionists were, not. sufficient. to create 
a Zionist ma jority in Palestine’s population, In 1948 there were 
1,350,000 Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arabs in Palestine as 
compared. with 650,000 Zionists, 50,000 of whom were in- Pales- 
‘tine prior to 1920. Neither before nor after 1920 was there a 
Zionist majority in Palestine, until occupied by Zionists in 1948. 


Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, Palestine’s 
Mandatory Power, was called. upon by Article XXIP of the League 
of Nations. Covenant, to hold an: eleetion as soon as possible after 
1920. to create the permanent Government. of Palestine. If in 
1920 the UiS.A. -had. become Palestine’s temporary caretaker 
administration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power, as requested by 
82%. of the total population of Palestine, that election- would. have 
been held very promptly and by self-determination of the major- 
ity of Palestine’s population, and very peacefully at that time. 


Great Britain very suddenly in 1920 became Palestine’s tem- 
porary catetaker administration, Palestizie’s Mandatory Power, 
under very:questionable circumstances. In a shamelessly brazen 
declaration without advance notice given to other interested 
parties, Great Britain boldly announced to the world that Great 
Britain was to act as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administra- 
tion, Palestine’s Mandatory Power, and Great Britain immediately 
occupied Palestine with. an army of 200;000 British soldiers. 


In 1920°Great Britain suddenly and suspiciously became Pales- 
tine’s temporary caretaker administration, Palestine’s Mandatory 
Power, under very questionable circumstances. In a shamelessly 
brazen public announcement, Great Britain coldly and boldly de- 
clared- that Great Britain was already serving as Palestine’s tem- 
porary caretaker administration, as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, 
and would continue to do so. Great Britain paid scant attention to 
objections raised by the U.S.A. or complaints made by Christian 
and Moslem Palestinian Arabs, The U,S.A. and Christian and 
Moslem Palestinian Arabs were again faced with another “fait 
accompli” by Great Britain in Palestine, There was nothing. now 
that could be done without major complications to then install 
the U.S.A. as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, as 
Palestine’s Mandatory Power. Great Britain’s bluff had worked. 


Among other requirements in Article XXII of the League of 
Nations Covenant, an election was to be held in Palestine as soon 
as possible after 1920 to create the permanent Government of 
Palestine by self-determination of Palestine’s total population by 
the vote of the majority. Great Britain. looked forward in 1916 
to assuming political control over Palestine after the end of World 
War I under the terms of the 1916 secret Sykes-Picot Treaty, 
which was to dismember the defeated Turkish Empire which 
administered Palestine for five centuries as a home-ruled province. 
The Turkish Empire had been the ally of Germany in World War I. 


Great Britain’s duplicity in dealings with Christian and Moslem 
Palestinian Arabs completely fooled them, They always had 
faith in Great Britain’s promises, They were told Great Britain 
would shortly hold. the election to create the permanent Govern- 
ment of Palestine by self-determination of the total population of 
Palestine. Christian and Moslem Palestinian. Arabs were then as 
always in the majority in Palestine, For that-very reason Great 
Britain did. not hold the election by agreement with the Zionists. 


“With 200,000 British soldiers stationed in Palestine between 


1920 and 1948, to enforce Great Britain’s authority, Great Britain 
could at any 
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by Great Britain in 1920 that the election would be held very soon 
to create the permanent Government of Palestine. But when this 
election was not held, Great Britain would make more promises to 
hold an election in the very near future, but none was evér held. 


Great Britain’s complicity in dealings with Zionists in Palestine 
managed to indefinitely postpone the election of the permanent 
Government of Palestine. Great Britam was awaiting the day a 
Zionist majority existed in Palestine before allowing the election, 
in complicity with Zionists still very much in the mitiérity in Pales- 
tine. Great Britain didnot hold the election to create the perman- 
ent Government of Palestine in the twenty-eight years between 
1920 and 1948 during. which: Great Britain served as Palestine’s 
temporary caretaker administration, as. Palestine’s Mandatory 
Power. During those twenty-eight years between.1920 and, 1948, 
Great Britain maintairied 200,000 British soldiers in Palestine to 
enforce Great Britain’s authority. However, Great Britain did not 
hold an election due to-pressure by Zionist Iéadérs in’ Palestine. 


Having failed to see a Zionist majority created in Palestine 
between 1920 and 1948; and secretly armed with’ $300,060,000:00 
of the world’s most modern weapons, the 650, Zionists trans- 
planted into Palestine from. eastern European countries between 
1920 and 1948 attacked the disarmed and defenseless 1,350,000 
Christian-and. Moslem Palestinian Arabs, driving them into exile 
into the neighboring deserts with only the clothes on their backs. 


With $300,000,000,00' of the world’s most modern weapons in 
the hands of transplanted Zionists, the disarmed and defenseless 
Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arabs were dviven from their

United 
Nations had come. into existence in 1946. Great Britain. was a 
United Nations*member. Great Britain suddenly surrendered to 
United Nations Great, Britain’s responsibility for creating the per- 
manent Government of Palestine. United Nations accepted that 
responsibility in 1946, Great Britain continued to act in Palestine 
as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, Palestine’s 
Mandatory Power, until May 14, 1948. about another two years. 


Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arab opposition to transplant- 
ing Zionists into Palestine from eastern European countries grew 
at an alarming rate. Complicity between Great Britain and the 
transplanted Zionists in Palestine, in their program to increase 
the number of Zionists transplanted into Palestine, was a growing 
source of danger to Christian and-Moslem Palestinian Arabs. The 
threat of a civil war in Palestine led Great Britain to surrender to 
United: Nations the responsibility for creating a permanent Gov- 
ernment of Palestine, United. Nations struggled unsuccessfully 
with. the Palestine problem. for two years. Great Britain did not 
continue to serve as Palestine’s temporary caretaker admimistra- 
tion, as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, after May 14, 1948,,when 
Great Britain surrendered all authority and withdrew all soldiers. 


Under the provisions of Article XXII of the League of Nations 
Covenant, which authorized. Palestine’s temporary caretaker ad- 
ministration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power, Great Britain was to 
surrender to the permanent Government of Palestine all authority 
Great Britain assumed and exercised, in Palestine as Palestine’s 
temporary caretaker administration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power. 
immediately upon the election of the permanent Government of 
Palestine by self-determination by-the majority of the population 
in Palestine. Great Britain was similarly committed uncondition- 
ally to withdraw the 200.000 Byitish. soldiers stationed in Palestine. 


Exactly one-minute after the 650,000 armed transplanted Zion- 
ists. in. Palestine “proclaimed” their uprising an iriddpendent, 
alitonomous and sovereign “state,” President Harry S: Truman, 
seven thousand miles away, “recognized” the armed uprising in 
Palestine as an independent, autonomous and. sovereign: ‘‘state”’ 
on behalf of the U.S.A: contrary toall international law, the Char- 
ter of Human Rights and the elementary principles of justice and 
equity, but to the advantage of Democratic Party candidates. 

On May 14, 1948 Great Britain withdrew the last remaining of 
the 200,000 British soldiers stationed in Palestine by Great Britain 
since 1920.. On the following -day; on May 15, 1948; the 650,000

On August 7, 1933 The New York Times published a news item 
seventeen-inches long in the second column of page 4, under the 
headline “UNTERMEYER BACK, GREETED IN HARBOR.” On 
the same date and on the same page, in fifty-inches of the third, 
fourth and fifth columns, The New York Times published the un- 
abridged text of a nation-wide radio broadcast by Mr. Untermeyer 
over the CBS network on August 6, 1933, under the headline 
“TEXT OF UNTERMEYER ADDRESS,” serving notice on public. 


WORLD-WIDE BOYCOTT TO STARVE GERMANY 

The unabridged text of Mr. Untermeyer’s radio broadcast can- 
not be reprinted because space is not available for that purpose. 
However, the following excerpts from the unabridged text of that 
radio broadcast are called to the attention of readers interested in 
understanding conditions in Germany between World War I and 
World War II finally resulting in Great Britain’s declaration of 
war against Germany without justification on September 3, 1939:

TIONED JEWS ... THE BARE MENTION OF THE WORD 
‘BOYCOTT’... SIGNIFIES AND CONJURES UP TO THEM

CAPITALISTS AND EMPLOYERS ... THE WORD AND 
ALL THAT IT IMPLIES ARE HATEFUL TO THEIR EARS

DESTROYING THEIR EXPORT TRADE ON WHICH THEIR 
VERY EXISTENCE DEPENDS... THE ONLY WAY GER- 
MANY CAN BE MADE TO UNDERSTAND ...WE SHALL 
FORCE THEM TO LEARN ... HITLERITE REGIME ... 
ALL SOLELY BECAUSE THEY OR THEIR REMOTE AN- 
CESTORS WERE JEWS ...AS AGAINST THIS... WE 
ARE APPEALING TO ALL MANKIND TO ENFORCE A 
COUNTER-BOYCOTT . . . THERE IS NOTHING NEW IN 
THE USE OF THE ECONOMIC BOYCOTT AS AN INSTRU- 
MENT OF JUSTICE ,..TO BRING RECALCITRANT NA-

Mr. Untermeyer planned his “holy war’’ against Germany to 
bring about the collapse of the German economy. Mr. Untermeyer 
believed an economic collapse in Germany would quickly end 
Hitler’s growing importance as Germany’s Chancellor, Mr, Unter- 
meyer and his co-religionists all over the world were demanding 
Hitler’s removal from office as Germany’s Chancellor hoping there- 
by to minimize the effectiveness of Hitler’s revelations about them. 

By a black-out of Germany’s international trade, Mr, Unter-
